1. This action is in response to papers filed 1 October 2002 in Paper No. 23 in which 
claims 1, 14 and 20 were amended and new claim 63 was added. 

The amendments will not be entered because they raise new issues which would require 
further search and consideration. Specifically, Claim 1 from which claims 2-24 depend has 
been amended to limit the method of detecting to "isothermal conditions" and to limit the 
diagnostic nucleotide for the single nucleotide polymorphism to "a 3' terminal nucleotide of the 
detector primer". Claim 14 has been amended to limit the amplification to SDA, 2SR, NASBA 
and TMA. Claim 20 has been amended to replace "a decrease in donor dye fluorescence" with 
"an increase in donor dye fluorescence". These amendments which limit the amplification 
method and completely change the detection would require further search and consideration. 

Additionally, because Applicant has not pointed to passages within the specification to 
support the amendments, the amendments potentially raise issues of new matter. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant argues that Newton et al do not teach the method using isothermal 
amplification. The argument has been considered but is not found persuasive because the 
argument addresses limitations that have not been entered.
